bers of your committees will no doubt. 
'Visit these institutions, they will be 
able to report to you definitely as to 
the extent of compliance with these 


- respective requests. Many of these 


seem to me to be excessive. 


Six of the state hospitals request 


authority to purchase additional farm 
land and appropriation therefor The 


,1 purchase of sufficient land, at a rea- 
• Eonable price, on which to maintain 


a dairy that would furnish milk for 
the inmates and to raise a large part 
of the products consumed in the in- 
stitutidn, would be a good investment, 
in addition to furnishing healthful em- 
ployment to the able-bodied inmates. 


Benevolent Institutions. 


The Soldiers' and Sailors' home and 


the Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' 
borne are not. strictly speaking, be- 
nevolent institutions, but are for con- 
venieace treated under this head. In 
caring for th« inmates of these insti- 
tutions the public is merely discharg- 
ing a debt of gratitude it owes to the 
defenders of the country and their 


. children, and there are few. if any. ap- 


propriations made in which the entiie 
citizenship of the state so hearaly 
concur.

It is practically 
self-sustaining. the first time in many 
j ears. 


The report of the superintendent 


and board of managers of the Ohio 
reformatory shows the institution to 
to be in good condition. The average 
population for the year 1906 was 820, 
and for 1907 was 799. The per capita 
cost for 1906 was $166.01, and for 1307 
$170.29. 


Industrial Schools. 


The Boys' Industrial school had an

Agricultural. 


The state appropriations the' past 


year assisted the Ohio 
Agricultural 


Experiment station at Wooster ma- 
terially in extending its work, but tho 
board of control reports that its reve- 
nue falls far short of the demands of 
tho agricultural, forestry and other al- 
lied industries, and it asks for increas- 
ed appropriations for the continuation 
of its present operatitsuis and for work 
along additional lines. 


Frauds in Fertilizers. 


The fertilizer law of Ohio should 


be amended EO as to give the farmer 
better protection from frauds which 
may be. and sometimes are. practiced 
in this state in the sale of commer- 
cial fertilizer. 


I suggest that the license for the 


privilege of selling or offering 
for 


sale any brand of commercial fertil- 
izer in this state be increased to an 
amount that in the 
aggregate will 


make a sufficient fund in the hands 
of the secretary of the state board of 
agriculture to pi^jmit him to supply a 
sufficient number of inspectors to do 
the work assigned to them in an ef- 
ficient and satisfactory manner. 


Forestry. 


The forests in Ohio are disappear- 


ing. Unless some protection is given 
fjipv will <?oon 
pass iwav. 
If our 
state constitution would permit a lo-w 
valution or a rebate 
of taxes on 


woodland dedicated for a period of 
years to reforestry, it would give en- 
couragement. I suggest that article 
XII. section 2 of our constitution be 
amended so the legislature can give 
encouragement to reforesting our de- 
nuded lands and protecting existing 
forests by reducing or omitting the 
taxes thereon. In many parts of the 
state the growing cf trees, as the 
growing of corn 
and 'wheat, would 


have a commercial value. 


Live Stock. , 


The annual report of the state board 


of live stock commissioners is this 
year deserving of special -considera- 
tion. Laws for the treatment of con- 
tagious diseases have been strictly 
enforced, but it is claimed that serious 
conditions may confront the live stock 
interests unless more 
provision is 


made for supervision. 


The Canals. 


In connection with the recent policy 


for the improvement of rivers 
and 


harbors by congress and the revolu- 
tion in motive power for transporta- 
tion by shallow water, there is at hand 
a new era for the waterways of our 
state. ,The canals in Ohio originally 
cost about $6.000,000.' What is left 
of them, after practically giving away 
terminals at Cleveland, Cincinnati, To- 
ledo and elsewhere worth more than 
the original cost of the whole system, 
is estimatedLby the canal commission 
at $15.000.000. The system consists, 
in fee simple, of 627 miles of canal 
right of way, and of* 27,903 acres in 
reservoirs. 


The seventy-sixth general assembly 


initiated 
the proposed 
work of re- 


habilitation four years ago with a con- 
tinuing appropriation of $573,000 for 
the improvement of the division be- 
tween Cleveland and Dresden, 
pro- 


Tided the water rents therein were in- 
creased to $30,000 or more annually. 
Only $200.000 
of that appropriation 


was then used. 


Meantime the federal government, 


having confidence in the good faith of 
our state, since 
1904. appropriated 


over a quarter of a million dollars for 
the canal between Dresden and Zanes- 
Tillex Congress having previously ap- 
propriated large amounts for the ilus- 
kingum 
river 
improvement from 


Zanesville to Marietta. When 
the 


state Work "between Dresden and 
Cleveland is completed there will be 
a way for transportation by 
water 


from Lake Erie to the Ohio river. 


The Seventy-seventh assembly re- 


aSrmed this policy of reconstruction 
with continuing appropriations of $250, 
000 for the northern division of-the 
Ohio and Erie canal, and $256.000 for 
the southern, and $100.000 for 
the 


northern division of the Miami and 
Erie canal. 
Owing to legal obstruc- 


tions only one-half of the appropria- 
tions for the 
southern part of the 


iliamL-and Erie canal -has been used. 


The total appropriations for the 


canals by the seventy-sixth and the- 
seventy-seventh, general 
assemblies 


were $806.000. As there will be on 
Feb. 15. l&OS. over $100.000 of an un- 
expended balance of the appropria- 
tion for the southern 
part of the 


Miami and Erie canal, there has been 
in all. $706.000 expended fco far in re- 
construction. 


The board of public works asks for 


S2SI.OOO for the Miami and Erie, and 
$215.000 for the northern part of the 
Ohio and Erie canal in continuing this 
work of rc-con=;tn'Ctioii 
the coming 


><>ar. The total estimate of $496.000 
is $110.000 less than the segregate ap- 
propriations made for the canals at 
your previous stssion. and is consid- 
ered nwssary to carry out the work 
that is ahcady under way.

Competitive Bidding. 


Supplies for the state 'institutions 


should be purchased after an oppor- 
tunity hub been given to all business 
houses to bid thereon—except Ing em- 
ergencles limited to a certain sum per 
month. 1 have urged, that section'643 
of Revised Statutes be observed, 'ex- 
cept the requirement to advertise, in 
all the state institutions. I called a 
meeting of the stewards'at my office 
Aug. 
30, 1906. for the adoption of com- 


potithe bidding. 
A second meeting 


was 
held 
two ^months later, after 


which/ uniform blanks, soliciting pro- 
posals for furnishing 
many articles, 


were drafted and copies of the same 
supplied to the various stewards. In 
all cases it has been urged that bids 
be considered on each item separate- 
ly, and the contract awarded to the 
lowest. bidder, except where samples 
are required, wlren price and quality 
of sample are to be taken into con- 
sideration in making the award. If 
such a system were siacerely 
and 


earnestly employed at all the institu- 
tions there would be a very consider- 
able reduction in expenditures. 


County Option. 


The temperance laws of Ohio have 


kept in touch with the temperance 
sentiment of the people. In 1SS6 a law- 
was passed 
requiring every person,, 


corporation or co-partnership engaged 
in the business of traffickins in spirit- 
uous, vinous, malt or any intoxicating 
liquors to pay a tax of $200 annually 
for each place where such business 
was carried on. This tax was after- 
ward increased to |250, then to $330 
and later to $1,000. In 1S88 the law 
known as the township local option 
law was passed. 
About 1,100 town- 


ships in the state have voted dry. 


In 1902 the municipal local option 


law was passed and many of our mu- 
nicipalities have abolished the saloon. 
In 1904 the residence district local op- 
tion law was passed, and a large num- 
ber of the cities in the state 
have 


taken advantage of it^ provisions and 
ha-, e voted the saloon out of their res- 
idence districts. 


The law, known as the Aiken law, 


increasing the tax, known as the Dow 
tax, from $350 to |1,000, has proved to 
be a good revenue measure as well 
as a good temperance measure, it hav- 
ing aided in reducing the number of 
places where intoxicating liquors were 
sold since its passage. 
v 


The temperance 
sentiment of the 


people of the state has passed on tc 
another stage and a large number of 
citizens are requesting that the voters 
cf the counties be gi\en the privilege 
of determining for themselves •wheth- 
er they will look to the trafnc in in- 
toxicating liquors for a part of the rev- 
enue to pay the expenses of the state 
and local government, 
or 
whether 


they will meet such expenses by di- 
rect taxation. 
This question is so 


important that I respectfully request 
that you give it yoor. favorable con- 
sideration. 
-" 
' 
Mm mg. Laws. 


r The mining laws of the state are 
very unsatisfactory both to the coal 
miners and the operators. This con- 
dition grows largely out of the change 
in the last few years from pick to ma- 
chine mining. The chief inspector of 
mines, in his last annual report, says: 
'•The greatest Increase in the percent- 
age of fatal accidents from any one 
cause is that of electricity; the in- 
crease over the previous year being 
66 2-3 per cent. * * * Electricity is 
in general use in the mines as a mo- 
tive power and over 76 per cent of 
the coal produced in the 
state is 


mined by machinery- Mine operators 
and miners alike admit the necessity 
of new laws, and are anxious for the 
passage of them, but on account of 
the diversity of opinion, the varied 
interests and unwieldiness of the 
large number of persons interested 
on both sides, they are unable to mu- 
tually arrive at any definite conclu- 
sions. We believe a small co'nimis- 
sion, where the representatives of ^11 
concerned could be heard, and a com- 
mission authorized to advise such leg- 
islation as it deems necessary, would 
result in great good, and give general 
satisfaction to all concerned." 


This is a subject of so much import- 


ance to this great industry and the 
men employed therein, that I heartily 
endorse the request of the inspector 
of mines and recommend that author- 
ity for the appointment of such a com- 
mission be given. 


Protection of Employes. 


The large number of 
injuries *o 


workmen in this and, other states. 
when compared vdth the number of 
like injuries to workmen in the larger 
countries of Europe, indicates 
that 


less precaution i 
1- taken by our em- 


ployers to protect their employes thanv 
is taken in those Countries. It should 
be, and no doubt i*. conceded that the 
best protection possible should 
be 


gnen the workman of this state and 
the number of injuries reduced to the 
minimum by proper legislation. fa:r 
alike to emj!lo;.<r and employe 
I, 


tlj--rcfore. suggo! that any proposi- 
tion presented Jo yon for your consid- 
eration looking to this en*i should re- 
ceive your most aareful attention.

power to nx and establish rates to be 
charged for telephonic intercommuni- 
cation, and that such-laws bo enacted 
as will prevent unjust discrimination 
in such rates.

Regulation of Wires. 


The danger to life 
and 
property 


caused by the carol6s8 construction 
of highly charged electric wires is one 
that has not been suitably provided 
against. Where highly charged wires 
cross or paiallel 
other electrically 


charged wires, the danger to life and 
property, unless extreme precaution 
and the proper method of construction 
is adopted, is at once apparent. It is 
recommended that suitable regula-- 
tions be adopted to guard against such 
danger, and that the railroad commis- 
sion. chief inspector of mines and 
chief inspector of shops and factories 
in their respective capacities, where 
there is no municipal regulation, ' be 
empowered to carry out such regula- 
tion, and provide such rifles as to the 
crossing and 
paralleling of highly 


charged electric wires and wires elec- 
' "trically, but not highly charged, as 


will reduce such danger to the min- 
imum. 
/ 


Relief For Needy Blind. 


A very strong sentiment exists 


p-rona; the people of Ohi'o in favor nf 
giving assistance to needy and worthy 
blind persons residents of the^ state. 
Many petitions have been signed and 
addressed to me and the general as- 
sembly jointly asking that some ac- 
tion be taken to give relief in this 
worthy cause. 
It suggests itself to 


me that Jthis aid should come from 
the county and not from the state. 
The state tried the Working Home 
for the Blind. It failed to give relief 
as expected, and it was abandoned. 
Later the legislature authorized the 
ijayment of a pension and that was 
found to be unconstitutional. 


Births and Deaths. 


Ohio has no system worthy of tho 


name for recording births and deaths. 
According to the secretary of state, to 
whom returns of deaths are made, not 
more than 60 per cent of deaths in 
Ohio are recorded, and no record of 
births is made by the* state as such. 


State Bank Examination. 


According to the returns made to 


the auditor of state, it appears that on 
Nov. 
15, 1906, taere<svere 595 banking 


institutions or corporations organized 
under the laws of Ohio, doing busi- 
ness, with about ?S70,000,000.00 of de- 
posits. A large amount of this vast 
sum represents the savings of work- 
ing men and -women. 
There is no 


provision for the examination or su; 
pervisiqn of these institutions. 
The 


law provides only that a report of 
their conditions shall be made under 
oath by an officer of the 
banking 


house, on the call of the auditor of 
state, twice a year, and a copy of such 
report printed in a newspaper in the 
locality where the institution is locat- 
ed. " These reports show very little 
that tends to inform the public of the 
stability of the bank. The vital ques- 
tion is. what is the Talue of the se- 
curities held for loans or discounts. 
I most earnestly suggest the passage 
of an act providing for state supervi- 
sion and examination of 
all 
such 


Primary Elections. 


The enactment of a primary elec- 


tion law has been repeatedly recom- 
mended by the last three of my pre- 
decessors. The sentiment of the peo- 
ple, often expressed, is clearly 
in 


favor of such enactment. The pres- 
ent primary election machinery r>f the 
state is not what it should be, and of- 
fers opportunity for abuses and irreg- 
ularities' in the making of nomina- 
tions. Whatever legislation 
is bad 


upon this subject should embody the 
following provisions: 


The holding of the primaries of all 


parties on the same day and at the 
same places, under the direction of 
the county boards of elections. 
The 


nomination of township, city and coun- 
ty candidates and the selection of del- 
egates from such subdivisions to dis- 
trict, state and national conventions 
by a direct vote. The adoption of the 
Australian ballot in primary elections, 
making it necessary for the voter to 
secure his ticket when entering tlie 
voting place and to vote it before lear- 
ning. so as to do away with the "mark- 
ed ballot" evil. The primary election 
should have thrown around it all the 
safeguards of the general 
election, 


with like penalties for those who are 
.found guilty of infractions of the laws 
governing it. 


Taxation. 


On the 21st dar of September. 1905, 


I appointed Wade H. Sllis. Alice Pom- 
erene. George E. Martin, A. C. Cas- 
satt and Ti-omas H. Hogsctt as an 
honorary commission to examine the 
taxation laws of Ohio and recommend 
to me for transmission to the general 
assembly, such changes in OIT laws as 
wouW evolve a system of taxation in 
line with the best public thought in 
that subject. 
The commission has 


given many hearings and held num- 
erous conferences and will soon make 
if report. When such report is filed. 
I will transmit it to your honorable 
botiy TV ith a special message.

LETTER 


Throws New Light Upon the Attitude 


of President Adams Toward 


Alexander Hamilton. 


Chicago, Jan. 6.—Joseph F. Ward of 


the.City National BanTc of Evanston, 
received a Christmas gift in the form 
o? the original manuscript of a letter 
wntten to has grandfather, Colonel 
Joseph Ward, by John Adams, in 1,309. 
Ihe letter throws new light upon the 
atfitude of Adams^ toward Alexander 
Hamilton and other leaders of his 
tin-e. Hamilton favored a strong p.ro- 
British policy as a member of the 
cabinet under both Washington and 
Adfims. The Adams letter follows in 
part: 
— 


"Quincy, August 13, 1809. 


/'Sir: The negotiations of the peace 
of 1783 are known in detail by no- 
body but myself, and as they have 
been misrepresented 
they 
wilt be 


more so hereafter if the truth is not 
told and supported fry documents. 


"If an excessive partiality for Eng- 


land too strongly 
resembling the 


sentiments of the tories In 1770, can be 
abated and thj fatal policy of depend- 
iuj, on the British fleet for protection 
bo averted, it will be well worth the 
pr.ins. 
In short, the fatal error of 


depending on the wisdom, justice or 
benevolence of anfr foreign power for 
protection or assistance must be cor- 
nel ed or we shall be miserably de- 
cehed and betrayed."
